$250,000,000 Loan 
To Be Floated 
In U. S. for Britain

est 
financial 
undertaking

American bankers since the end of 
the war has been announced by 
J. P. Morgan and Company that 
they will float a $250,000,000 loan 
for the British government. 


The loan will be in the form of 
three and ten year securities to re­ 
tire the outstanding bonds of about 
$135,000,000 
British

5l/2 per cent notes maturing No­ 
vember I. 
The rest of the issue 
will be made available to British 
merchants in this country to whom 
the government may sell dollar ex­ 
change.

Oct. 21— Democrat­ 


ic members of the Senate Foreign 


Relations Committee conferred today 


to consider how far they could go in 


making concessions on treaty reserva­ 


tions. 


Senators said after the conference 


that no progress was made at the first 


meeting and another conference will 
be held tonight. 
Senator Hitchcock said that he re­ 
cently wrote Dr. Grayson that no con­ 
ferences with the president would be 
necessary for at least IO days or two 
weeks. 
He added that there is no 
hope of early adjournment and declar­ 
ed that plans have been laid for a pro­ 
longed fight over the treaty. 
According to Hitchcock. Democratic 
senators are endeavoring to present a 
united front, when tile foreign rela 
tions committee meets tomorrow to 
give formal consideration to reserva 
tions now being drafted. 
Democratic leaders indicated today 
that they will refuse to agree to the 
reservation program of the Republi­ 
cans and will attempt to force their 
own program through the sen; te. re 
lying 
on 
the 
mild 
reservationists 
among the Republicans for support. 
W ith formal reading of the treaty 
completed, action on the iwct is ex­ 
pected to move more swiftly. 
The 
Johnson and Moses amendment, re­ 
maining proposed 
textual 
changes, 
were before the senate today. 
No ac­ 
tion is expected before tomorrow or 
Thursday on tile former. 
Agreement on Text 
Republicans are said to be prat ti- 
cally agreed on the text of the reser­ 
vations including one covering the re­ 
cently defeated Shantung amendment 
This reservation would declare thai 
the United States reserves 
complete 
freedom of action with respect to dis­ 
putes 
arising 
between 
China 
ami 
Japan over Shantung. 
The pending Johnson amendment, 
if lost, will be touched on in a reserva­ 
tion which would retain to the U n it­ 
ed States the right to object to any 
league vote in which any empire cast, 
through its dominions more than one 
vote. 
The reservation in article ten would 
allow the United States to take ac­ 
tion to preserve the territorial Integ­ 
rity or political independence of any 
league member, only after congress 
had acted in a constitutional manner. 
Reservations regarding the Monroe 
Doctrine, right of withdrawal from the 
league and control over domestic is­ 
sues stand as 
planned 
some 
time 
ago. 
An effort will be made to have the 
vote on reservations taken as part of 
the vote on the resolution of ratifica­ 
tion so that a vote for ratification w ill 
mean a vote for reservations.

Must Overcome P ’ejudice 
“ Unfortunately there is still popu­ 
lar prejudice against such practices, 
but through natural evolution of sci­ 
ence this

will he leplaced by the consciousness 
that helping mankind after death is a 
sacred task 
"Wha* seems now a bold conception 
will become a current thing. Intelli­ 
gence w ill be given to (hose who are 
lacking and strength to 
those 
who 
have fist it through deterioration .of 
their organisms.

Chicago Physician Given 
Gland Discovery Credit 


SA N Q U EN T IN , Oct. 21.— American 
medical brains originated the opera­ 
tion whereby energy-giving glands are 
transplanted from warm human bodies 
to living men, Dr. I^o L. Stanley told 
the United Press today. 
Dr. Serge Voronoff, tho Paris doctor 
who has performed 
the 
oi>eration, 
merely imitated Dr. G. Frank Lydston, 
of Chicago, said Dr. Stanley. 
Stanley disclaimed any originality 
in his operations at the prison herein 
which he and his assistant, Dr. David 
Kelker have transplanted interstitial 
glands trom ten hanged men to the 
ladies of ten prisoners with success 
in each case. 
Dr. Stanley today wired Dr. 
Lyd- 
sum, giving him full credit. 
“ My ten cases 
of 
transplantation 
were done according to your technic 
and after close study of your l»ook. No 
originality is claimed by me.’’ 
Dr. Lydston had wired Dr. H a n ley 
that “ Voronoff and others are steal­ 
ing my stuff.’’ 
Lydston performed his first opera­ 
tion of this nature five years ago. He 
is a native of California.

destined ultim ately to put the whole­ 
sale grocer potentially out of ’business 
unless relief Is granted. 
The packers, including 
Swift 
and 
Company, Armour and Company, Mor­ 
ris and Company, Wilson and C om ­ 
pany, Cudahy Packing Company 
will 
participate in the legal controversy, 
taking sides with the railroads. The\ 
flied intervening petitions in 
behalf 
of the railroads following the filing of 
the suit. 
The 
packers, 
who 
have

Graves, who is now in the city, states 
that from now on the products of the 
forests of California aud the Northern 
Pacific coast are assured of a world­ 
wide market. This will be no news to 
our lumbermen, whose only worry is 
to get out the material and get it 
transported. 
Lumbering in 
this 
state 
until 
quite recently 
has been exceedingly 
wasteful. 
At the tail of every saw­ 
mill a fire burned continually, getting 
rid of valuable 
material 
which 
if 
would not pay to cull out. A great 
part of the tree was left where it fell 
to be burned off sufficiently to per­ 
mit logging 
operations, 
incidentally 
destroying all the young growth and 
leaving what was once a stately for­ 
est a scene of desolation. When the 
forest service 
was established 
and 
system atic forestry was urged upon 
private owners they simply laughed 
at it because the lum ber cut and sala­ 
ble would not pay for the work 
The American forests are disap­ 
pearing at a rate which would 
have 
been thought impossible a q uarter of 
a century ago. While the time has not 
yet come when the intensive forestry 
of Central Europe is economically pos­ 
sible bere, there is the beginning of 
the practice which 
will lead to it. 
T here cannot be a perfect forestry 
until there is a demand for the wood 
for heating purposes. And that will 
only come with a dense population. 
We are, how-ever. taking better care 
of our forests and expect as landown­

Johnson had a contract sometime 
ago with the S tate of California for 
the construction of a section of state j 
highway in the Shasta River Canyon, 
between H ornbrook 
and Yreka 
in 
Siskiyou county. Johnson completed . 
his contract, but 
entered 
a 
claim I 
against the state, claiming that 
the I 
surveys and estim ates made by 
the J 
engineers of the California Highway < 
Commission w ere erroneous, and that j 
claimant had performed work to the 
am ount of $46,965.33. for which 
he 
had not been paid. The state’s e n g i-, 
neers, on the contrary, asserted that j 
their work had been carefully done, 
and that Johnson had been fully com­ 
pensated for his services. A trial last­ 
ing three 
weeks was 
held 
at San 
Francisco recently which was 
very 
bitterly 
contested 
by both sides — ‘ 
many engineers of the Pacific coast 
being called as expert witnesses. 
Judge Sturtevant has Just decided 
that the sta te ’s engineering was care-1 
fully done, and that no errors, so far I 
as the testim ony showed, were car­ 
ried into the final estimate, and that j 
he was bound to accept the final esti-j 
mate as allowed 
bv the California 
Highway Commission as final 
and 
conclusive in the case. 
The decision is considered to be a 
complete vindication of 
the system 
of surveys devised and established 
by the California Highway Comm is­ 
sion for the prosecution of state high­ 
way work in California. This system 
is quite closely followed by the Bu­ 
reau of Public Roads, United States 
Departm ent 
of Agriculture, and 
by 
the highw ay departm ents of the dif­ 
ferent states.
